Group 1 was elected but 
species 21 (numbered ST1250) was the elected species. Group 1 has X as being indolyl. 
Example 21 has X being -O-methyL Example numbered ST1250 could not be found. 
The elected species of example 21 is not within group 1. Due to this, the restriction is 
being resent.
